About midnight when the Mexican 
w atcher was crossing the bridge he j 
noticed a man in the gully beneath, i 
He called to the man, who immedi­ 
ately started to run. 
The Mexican 
fired several shots, hut all went wild. 


investigating, no found a package 


of dynamite, and at once notified the 
sheriff, who notified the railroad of­ 
ficers, and W ines was ordered to get j 
off the president s train at Santa Bar- | 
bara and make an investigation. 
Inside the boxlike section of the ! 
pier twenty-one sticks of dynamite 
were found. 
The explosive was en- j 
tirely hidden except that a fuse ten 
feet long hung out. 
In a sim ilar position at the next j 
pier eighteen sticks of dynamite were i 
found, with fuse attached. 
Both of 
these piers were about the middle of i 
the bridge. 
Further 
inspection 
disclosed 
two , 
sticks of 
dynamite lying 
near the ! 
bridge, evidently at the spot where the 
man had been arranging the dynamite 
and attaching the fuse. 
The officers said the dynamite would 
test 40 per cent, enough, they declare, 
to blow the bridge to atoms. 
From a position directly above the 
dynamite on top of the bridge the 
man could have commanded a distant 
view of any train approaching and, if 
experienced with dynamite, he could 
have so timed his fuses as to destroy 
any train he wished.

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 17.— W hen 
seemingly caught in its first snag the 
McNam ara murder trial in an instant 
twisted itself out of a situation which 
had 
worried opposing counsel since 
last Wednesday and for the remainder 
of the day at least went ahead speed­ 
ily. 
“ Could you set aside your opinions 
sufficiently to enable you to give a fair 
and im partial verdict?” was the ques­ 
tion put to Venireman Z. T. Nelson by 
Attorney Clarence S. Darrow, chief of 
counsel for Jam es B. McNamara, who 
is on trial for the murder of Charles 
J. Haggerty, a machinist, killed in the 
Los Angeles Times explosion a year 
ago. 
Nelson had been asked many 
hundreds of questions to obtain his 
views and 
he had answered all of 
them without clearing up the situation 
" I don’t iust know,” he replied, and j 
in an instant District Attorney John; 
D. Fredericks, for the state, withdrew 
opposition to a challenge previously j 
made by the defense on the charge of! 
bias. 


Talesman Disqualified Himself. 


“ There was not 
anything else to. 
do after that question and answer,’’ ! 
said Fredericks later. 
“ The talesman 
disqualified 
himself. 
There was noj 
use putting it up to the court.” 
In the course of Nelson’s examina­ 
tion he had said he believed the Times 
building was blown up by dynamite 
and that he had an opinion concerning 
the guilt or innocence of McNamara. 
As the defense contends both that the 
Times was blown up by gas and that 
McNam ara has an alibi these opinions 
were extremely distasteful to it.

ground that under the California crim-!

Nelson 
could

views without being disqualified. 
W hen court closed Nelson was on 
his way home and two other talesmen 
had been examined by the defense. 
One of them, John W . Roberts, a real 
estate dealer, was found satisfactory 
and Robert F. Bain, a carpenter, also 
was examine* without raising any con­ 
test.

CHINESE TEAS MAY GO UP 


Treasury Department Excludes Blends 
Artificially Colored. 


Washington, Oct. 17.— Tea drinkers, 
especially those who prefer Chinese 
blends, soon may find the price ad 
vaneing in the wake of coffee and 
sugar as a result of the treasury de­ 
partment's strict ruling against Im­ 
portation« of teas artificially colored. 
The order already has resulted in 
turning from Am erican ports several 
hundred thousand pounds of China tea 
treated with Prussian blue, talc and 
other drugs or chemicals. 
Custom officials 
foresee in conse­ 
quence a sharp advance iu the prices 
of Chinese teas.
